Nixon To Leave Hospital 


LONG BEACH, Calif (UP!) 
— Barring any last minute 
complication, Richard 
Nixon 
leaves the hospital today, well 
enough to go home to San 
Clemente but too sick to testify 
at. the Watergate cover-up trial, 
according to his doctor. 
Nixon's physician announced 
his impending release Thursday 
about the same time the former 
president’s lawyers formally 
asked Judge John Sirica to 
excuse him from compliance 
with 
subpoenaes 
to 
testify, 
presumably on grounds of his 
poor health. 
Doctors are still running tests 
on Nixon because they have not 
yet determined the cause of the 
phlebitis that hospitalized him 
11 
days 
ago, 
said 
Nixon’s 
physician, Dr. John Lungren. 
‘‘If the results from the tests 
continue to be negative, he will 
be discharged from the hospital 
F rid ay ,” Lungren said in a 
written statement to newsmen 
at 
Long 
Beach 
Memorial 
Hospital. 
Nixon was expected to return 
to his estate at San Clemente, 
60 miles to the south, where he 
had been in seclusion most of 
the time since he resigned from 
office Aug. 9. 
Lungren said 
earlier 
this 
week that he had told Nixon he 
should not travel, nor spend 
any lengthy periods on his feet 
or sitting up, for at least a 
month, and perhaps as long as 
three months. 
That would rule out Nixon’s 
appearance 
on 
the 
witness 
stand in Washington soon, and 
conceivably the trial could end 
before Nixon could travel. 
In Washington, U.S. District 
Court Judge John J. Sirica 
received motions from Nixon’s 
lawyer to quash the subpoenaes 
for Nixon, issued at the request 


of both Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski and defendant John 
Ehrlichman. 
Sirica said the motions “will 
he filed under seal until the 
court has had an opportunity to 
rev i e w t hem the rough 1 y. * ’

Honduran Relief Work

American Red Cross disaster 
workers in Honduras have 
reported that food and other 
relief 
assistance 
is 
now 
reaching many of the thousands 
of hurricane victims in Hon­ 
duras. 
George M. Eisey, American 
Red Cross president, said that 
although communication and 
transporation problems still 
plagued some sections of the 
disaster area, assistance 
in 
fairly substantial quantities is 
now available in many of the 
worse 
affected 
Honduran 
communities. 
He said that Arthur Flynn, 
leader of the ARC disaster team 
in 
Honduras 
reported 
by 
telephone 
today 
that 
the 
Honduran Red Cross is con­ 
ducting feeding and shelter 
operations for the homeless in 
San Pedro Sul a, Progreso, 
Cholomo, Puerto 'Cortez, Tela, 
CHoluteca, 
and 
Nacaome. 
There are some 63,000 storm 
refugees in these communities, 
Mr. Flynn said, and he added 
there are many more homeless 
victims in the areas around 
Tocoa, LaCerba and Trujillo, 
where the Honduran Govern­ 
ment and other agencies are 
providing assistance. 
Red Cross volunteers from. 
Costa R ica, N icaragua and 
Cuba are assisting the Hon­ 
duran Red Cross with shelter 
operations, and the U.S. official 
also said the Salvadorean Red 
Cross is aiding 11,000 storm 
victims in Guatemala, which 
were also affected by hurrican 
Fifi. 


Mr. Flynn said there was no 
accurate count on the Honduran 
death toll, which has been 
estimated at from 1,000 to 10,000 
fatalities.

Casualty figures from police,

The military government of 
President Juan Velasco Al­ 
varado, 
marking 
its 
sixth 
anniversary in office today, 
met in emergency session late 
Thursday to coordinate rescue 
operations.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
bipartisan enforcement com­ 
mission would be created to 
supervise a federal-type system 
on campaign contributions and 
expenditures under terms of 
guidelines advanced Thursday 
by a legislative study commit­ 
tee.

Bosma is hospitalized with an 
appendectomy and Mrs. Dor- 
becker presided at Thursday’s 


meeting at which one of the 
last big debates of a long series 
of

One suggestion had been that 
the 
existing 
State 
Election 
Board be expanded to serve as 
the state agency to dispurse 
and receive reports from state 
and legislative candidates and 
their campaign committees and 
to blow the whistle on violators.

filing of a fraudulent report to 
be 5 years imprisonment and.

However, they left 
open the question of whether 
the two appointive members of 
the State Election Board—one 
Republican and one Democrat 
—might also be appointed to 
the new board to provide some 
coordination. 


The final guideline discussion 
also delved into the question of 
whether future political “dirty 
tricks” could be prevented with 
a provision that no one could 


issue a statement or advertise­ 
ment on behalf of a candidate 
without the candidate’s permis­ 
sion...

Prices 
for retailing m eat have increased sharply during the first 
half of 15174, he said, suggesting that what is behind it is 
changes in the price spread between a farm er’s return for 
his animals and what the consum er pays for meat.

Bridge Opened 


NOBLESVILLE, Ind. (UPI) 
— A 90-year-old covered bridge 
which stood for years near 
Auburn was opened for public 
viewing Tuesday on a perma­ 
nent site at the Conner Prairie 
Pioneer Settlement near here. 
The bridge is 112 feet long 
and weighs about 60 tons. It 
was built in 1884 near Auburn, 
known as the Cedar Chapel 
bridge, and was given to the 
settlem ent two years ago by the 
DeKalb County Historical Socie­ 
ty. 
In the meantime, the bridge 
was reassem bled 
and given 
new sides and a roof. 


Relunctantly, state officials 
are being forced to take a close 
look at the unpopular possibility 
of obeying the law. 
Federal Judge S. Hugh Dillen 
substituted the names of the 
four members of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission for the 
State of Indiana in a $150 million 
anti-trust suit involving price 
fixing. Governor Otis Bowen 
ordered a complete review of 
the practice inherited and 
continued by his adm inistration. 
If found guilty, the com­ 
m ission members could be 
liable for damages as well as 
charged with a misdemeanor 
carrying a. fine of up to $5CjOOO 
and prison up to a year. The last 
tim e public officials 
were 
threatened by such action was 
when Attorney General Theo­ 
dore' L. Sendak included the 
'President and members of the 
Board of Trustees of Indiana 
State University in a suit to 
recover 
some 
$10,009 
in 
property dam age caused, by 
rioting students. The General 
Assembly reacted by granting 
almost complete 
“diplomatic 
immunity” not only to such 
officials, but alm ost every 
employee of state universities. 


A legislative Study Com­ 
mittee has been hard at work 
attempting to rewrite Indiana’s 
Liquor law s. M em bers in ­ 
dicated nothing would likely be 
done to change 
the price 
structure, enforced by the 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Com­ 
m ission a fte r an 
inform al 
ag reem en t in 1963. F orm er 
Attorney General John Dillon 
issued an 
“official opinion” 
stating that the state did not 
have authority 
to enforce 
contracts between private in­ 
dividuals, and 
that the en­ 
forcem ent 
of 
“ fair-trade” 
agreements by the ABC was 
illegal. 


'When called for a new opinion 
Sendak merely reissued 
the 
former finding of Dillon. The 
state has almost complete and 
absolute power in the area of 
alcohol, granted under the 21st 
am endm ent. However, any 
control must be exercised by 
“ due process” and in ac­ 
cordance with laws of the state. 
Rules concerning price fixing 
have never been approved by 
the legislature, or promulgated 
as enforceable regulations. 
They have not been written, 
advertised, subjected to public 
hearings, 
checked 
by 
the 
Attorney General for legality 
and 
form , 
signed 
by 
the 
Governor and filed with the 
Secretary of State. 
The 21st amendment states: 
“ The transportation or im ­ 


portation 
into 
any 
State, 
Territory, or posession of the 
United States for delivery or use 
therein of intoxicating liquors,, 
in violation of the' laws 'thereof, 
is hereby prohibited.” 
Courts have held states have 
absolute and final control dver 
alcoholic 'beverages. They can 
prohibit, 
as 
w as 
done 
in 
Oklahoma for years; establish 
local option with dry counties; 
create monopolies as is done in 
state controlled, liquor stores; or 
even fix. prices and license1 
outlets. Action by a state can 
take liquor control out of the 
realm of anti-trust legislation, 
but it must, be official, state 
action. 
In the past, consensus of 
legislative opinion has been to 
follow 
“fair-trade,” 
assuring 
profitable operation to an in­ 
dustry strictly regulated, by the 
state. Legislators do not want to 
force “mom and dad” taverns 
and 
liquor 
stores 
out 
of 
business, with life savings in­ 
vested. in an expensive license. 
However , it was easier to ignore 
the illegal practice rather than 
face the heat of making the 
practice official. Thus the suit. 
It is a case of a state agency 
becoming, more concerned with 
the welfare of the industry being 
regulated than of the citizens 
represented. It is well post time 
to let the rules of free enterprise 
competition enter the m arket. 
One argument has been that if 
Hoosiers didn’t pay one of the 
highest prices in the nation for 
alcoholic beverages, they would 
drink too much. If this is the 
case, let’s tax it beyond the 
reach of consumers, letting the 
state rather than the industry 
make the financial gain. 
M eanwhile, 
Capitol 
city 
residents will be able to con­ 
tinue ice skating at the state 
owned Fair Grounds Coliseum. 
A stay of executing against an 
injunction has been granted 
with a hearing by the State 
Court of Appeals set for October 
23. 
When 
the state 
built 
the 
Coliseum, ice making equip­ 
ment was both expensive and 
rare. The building was leased on 
a long term, with the equipment 
purchased and installed by the 
leasee. Hockey was a main 
feature with ice shows and 
public 
skating 
to 
fill 
the 
schedule. 
The lease was canceled and 
the state retained 'equipment. In 
the 
m ean tim e, 
ice-m aking 
equipment 
became common, 
and private investors built 
rinks. They don’t want govern­ 
ment competition. The case1

After a series of bloody wars. 
Israel with the help of the Lord

Lord. The ark is still kept in a 
tent The king then proposes to

N athan en thusiastically a p ­ 
proves the project: “Go do all 
that is in your h eart; for the 
Lord, is with you.” 
But during the following night 
the Lord appears to Nathan and 
makes it plain that in recom­ 
mending 
the 
building 
of

temple he had misunderstood 
the divine purpose. God has 
traveled side by side with the 
Jews in their wanderings and in 
their victories and tribulations 
To build a temple to Him would 
give Him a habitation removed 
from 
His people 
Instead of 
worshipping God they might 
soon he worshipping a structure 
built with human hands. 


An Eternal Dynasty 
In verse II the writer makes a 
play on the double meaning of 
the Hebrew^ word “ hou se,” 
which can also mean “fam ily’’ 
or “dynasty.”1 David shall not 
build a house for the Lord; in­ 
stead the Lord will create a 
dynasty for David which shall 
last forever. The reason why 
David is not to build the house, 
however, is rather muddied by 
a later statem ent that David's 
son should build the temple in 
Jerusalem . Scholars think that 
this passage was inserted at a 
later date to defend the building 
of Solomon’s temple 
The remaining passages of 
the lesson are a kind of prose 
psalm . David, after receiving 
the information about 
God's 
intentions, goes into the tent 
which covers the ark and prays. 
In this eloquent supplication he 
reviews the great 'bounty the 
Lord had brought to Israel. 
These favors were not due to 
any special merit on the part of 
the Jews. God. for his own. 
reason, chose Israel to be His 
own It will be the duty of the 
Jews henceforth to walk humbly 
in the presence of the Lord and 
to rem em ber that the .Lord had 
built for them a house (dynasty) 
which will endure forever.

The 
em phasis 
in 
these 
passages on maintaining con­ 
stant aw areness of the close 
presence of God is a great 
spiritual truth which transcends 
the tim e and circumstance,» ->ut 
of which it arose. AH too often 
Christians have concentrated 
their efforts on building great 
m onum ents 
to 
God 
which 
enhance the grandeur of His 
image, but at the expense of 
losing touch with Him in their 
hearts. The Lord needs no such 
m inistrations from those who 
love Him: 
He w ants th eir 
devotion 
to 
His 
will. 
Often 
throughout 
history 
as 
the 
m agnificence of church a r ­ 
chitecture has increased, the 
devotion to religion has burned 
low. Better to carry God with us 
in a tent, so to speak, than to 
isolate ourselves from Him by 
stone, c ry sta l, and stained 
glass. 
As indicated at the outset of 


this lesson, another theme in 
these passages is the messianic 
prophecy. The m eaning of 
David’s eternal dynasty might 
seem obscure to us, but to early 
Christians it was plain. Jesus 
was of the house of David; he 
was to be the clumination and 
final revelation of God. In past 
months we have seen how Paul 
constantly preached that 'Christ, 
was 
prophesied by the Old 
Testam ent. Tese passages from 
II Samuel, therefore, are a vital 
link between the Old and the 
New Testam ents.

Late one night last week 1 was 
detained by the Rushville Police 
Department. I. was escorted 
from, the Corner Restaurant 
where I was having a cup of 
coffee into a waiting police car 
by Captain Daniel Sheehan and 
thence to police headquarters in 
City Hall. 
Let me confess. My “den- 
tention” was actually a tour of 
the new equipment installed at 
headquarters. Captain Sheehan 
showed me the new computer 
term inal 
installed 
at 
the 
facility. It looks like an ordinary 
typewriter. The good captain 
asked 
my 
social 
security 
number and as I recited it, he 
punched it out on the machine. 
Within thirty second an exact 
replica of my driver’s license 
came back with the note un­ 
derneath, 
“ Status 
clea r.” 
Captain Sheehan told me that 
with this- new computer they can 
find out within seconds if a car 
has been stolen. 
He also showed me a new- 
taping operation which records 
all in'-coming calls to the police 
departm ent. 
Each 
call 
is 
numbered and recorded I was 
also shown the new radio consul 
which helps the officers keep in 
touch with headquarters and 
each other if the need arises. 
Finally, the last stop on my tour 
was the cabinet in which is kept 
the machine which measures 
the amount of alcohol in a 
driver’s bloodstream. 
AH of these fine machines are 
a great help in coping with 
crime in Rushville. But the fact 
still remains that crime is on the 
increase. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation notes that crime 
has risen about ten per cent in 
recent years. They also tell us 


that it has now reached its 
tentacles beyond the great cities 
into the rural areas. It seems as 
if our fine law enforcement 
agencies with all 
their 
ex­ 
pensive equipment can only 
keep pace In spite of dedication 
and technology, crime seems on 
the increase. 
There are many sociological 
reasons for crim e. Poverty 
certainly plays some part. 
There are those who learn 
violence in the ghetto and never 
outgrow it. There are others 
who never learned that there is 
a better way then crime. There 
are still others who would rather 
do anything 
than 
make 
an 
honest living. 
But in spite of all these 
reasons 
right or wrong 
there is still an underlying 
reason for crime. As long as 
man is alienated from his God 
there’s going to be crime. Even 
the “good” people are not im­ 
mune from the disease because 
American industry loses three 
billion dollars a year in things 
like typing paper, rubber bands, 
paper clips, staples and the like. 
I once ordered supplies for a 
police academy and all orders 
for scotch tape were refused 
from Thanksgiving to Christ­ 
mas. The reason - 
it simply 
disappeared. 
The ultimate answer to the 
crime problem is the same as 
the answer to all of m an’s 
problems. When he ceases to be 
a rebel and comes back to God 
through faith in Jesus Christ, 
then and only then will the 
problem of crime be solved. 
Until then we must rely on the 
fine men of the police depart­ 
ment and their marvellous new 
equipment.
